GENEVA, July 18.—(flV~i>aRUe 


of Nations circles said today that 
smaller states would demand that 
the council, to deal with the Italo- 
Ethioplan crisis, protect the Integ- 
rity of Ethiopia—to which Italy, 
England and France are commit- 
ted by the treaty of 1906. 
These sources said the league, 


facing its sternest tes't sine* Ja- 
pan's withdrawal, in bringing the 
East African controversy "out in- 
to the open," will concentrate its 
strength in an effort to prevent 
an outbreak of hostilities. 
The League council must meet 


automatically about July 25 unless 
arbitration of the dispute >s re- 
sumed or .the conciliation commis- 
sion asks for more time. Coun- 
cil members already have been 
asked to stand by for a call to 
Geneva. 
Since Italy accepted the May 
resolution providing for concilia- 
,tion, its representatives 
are ex- 


pected to ' attend the projected 
session. 
A general discussion of Ethi- 


opia's status as a League mem- 
ber was forecast in addition to 
the demand for protection of the 
integrity of the East African em- 
pire.

opia to Italy, England and France. 
Italy ardently supported admis- 


sion of Ethiopia to the league in

Frank Price, chief clerk of the

whose Mine No. 5 was the scene 
of the disaster, said the bodies 
recovered were those of William 
Kretzler, 41. assistant foreman; 
Charles Kretzler, 46: Virgil Clay, 
21; James E. Vaughan, 52:'Der- 
wood Litz, 34: Sherlev Hereford, 
38, and Roy Murray, 38. 
The bodies of. John Gool. 86, and 
Frank Tuzy, 45, were located last 
•Workers were preparing to bring 
them out this afternoon. 
Women were in tears at the 
mine entrance last night, but to- 
day there' was no weeping as the 
bodies were brought out, wrapped 
in sheets. 
THere were women 
with children who ptayed games 
as if enjoying a holiday. 
"The explosion," Daniel said^to- 
day, "was due to the release of a 
large quantity of cas. What ig- 
nited it we don't know, but hope 
to find out from our investiga- 
tion."

Banion, pioneer Chicago bootleg- 
ger, Alterie had lately been an of- 
ficial of a janitors' union, Gilbert 
said. 
Alterie was unconscious when 
he arrived at the hospital, and 
died without making any state- 
ment. 
Doctors said nine slugs 


had struck him. 
His wife,was taken into custody 
by the Town Hall "police. 
Alterie was known as a lieuten- 
ant of Dion O'Banion at the time 
the first picturesque figure in the 
city's gang hierarchy was shot to 
death in his flower shop across 
the street from the Catholic Ca 
thedral.

NIGHT IN TOTAL MOON ECLIPSE 


CBy The Associated Press.) 
The moon, totally eclipsed by 
the earth, shone copper-colored 
from refracted rays last night and 
early today in a1 ' celestial spec- 
tacle that kept millions of Ameri- 
cans up past bedtime. 


The eclipse was the longest vis- 


ible in this country in 50 years. 
There will not be another ot such 
length for another half century. 


The phenomenon came with di- 
rect alignment of sun, earth-and 
moon, the moon, sliding "through 
the earth's umbral cone, which 
extends 860,000 miles into space, 
at a point apr ox imately 226,000 
miles away.

The moon touched the penum- 
bra, in which part of the sun's 
light is cut off, at 9:15 p. m., 
eastern standard time, and reach- 
ed the umbra, or totally dark 
shadow, at 10:12 p. m. 


By 11:09 it was in total eclipse, 
emerging fro:n the other Bide of 
the thick cone an hour and .40 
minutes later, and clearing the 
penumbra at 2:35 a. m. 
The refracted rays from 
the 


sun. which gave the eclipsed moon 
a pale phosphorescent copper col- 
or and made it still visible, were 
bent around and directed into the 
earth's umbra by vaporous sub- 
stances about the earth's surface. 
The Atlantic seaboard had far 
vored seats for thfc ahow, since the 
middle of the eclipse was only 
slightly past its meridian. Thick 
whito clouds, fleeting by in rapid 
formation, frequently obscured the 
view in New York and many oth- 
er sections of the country. 
In some regions rain and clouds 


made visibility impossible. . 
The west coast had clear skies, 


and so 'did Texas and most of 
the region west of the 
Rocky 


Mountains. Most of the south had 
an excellent view, ithe, visibility 
being slightly hindered at Miami 
and New Orleans.

FORTY-NINE PEOPLE 
KILLED IN FORMOSA 


BY AN EARTHQUAKE 


MORE THAN HUNDRED IN- 
JURED IN TEMBLORS CEN- 


TERING IN SHINCHIKU 


TAIHOKU, Formosa. June 17.— 


(/P)—Forty-nine persons were kill- 
ed and 144 injured, police estimat- 
ed, in an earthquake centering in 
Southern Shinchiku province to- 
day. 


Police reported 
the Japanese 


empire's third fatal 
temblor In 
three months destroyed 224 build- 
ings as the earthquake shook the 
same area in which nearly 3,000 
persons died April 21. Seismolog- 
ists said today's temblor was one 
of a series of after-shocks to the 
April disaster. 


Telephone and telegraph 
lines 
were disrupted, and railway lines 
and bridges were damaged, but of- 
ficials predicted that normal traf- 
fic could be resumed within a 
day. 


An alarming shock startled four 


perfectures 
in Southern 
Japan 
about an hour before the Formo- 
san quake, but did 
no 
damge. 
Lighter shocks were perceptible 
in Talchu and Tainan and ships 
at sea recorded tremors.

entered the quake-stricken region 
where vlllgers had hardly recovered 
from the April disaster.

Methodist church. Dr. E. W. Solo- 
man conducted the services and 
was assisted by Dr. C- C. Selec- 
man, president of Southern Meth- 
odist University. 'He is survived 
by his 
wife, 
formerly Eugenia 


Batty of Austin,, whom he mar- 
ried in 1881. 
Distinguished as a 
statesman, 


lawyer, churchman 
and 
author 


Faulk had led an active life until 
a few weeks ago. He was born 
at Monroe, La., and came to Tex- 
as when a small child. He began 
the study of law in the offices at 
Kaufman and later 
moved 
to 
Athens, whore he continued his 
studies. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1873. 


He "soon began his political ca- 
reer, 
being 
elected 
Henderson 


county attorney in 1879. In 1881 
he entered the Seventh Legislature 
as representative from this coun- 
ty and in 1884 became district at- 
torney, succeeding James Stephen 
Hogg. In 1902 he was elected state 
senator and served for four years. 
He served a number of times as 
special justice of the court of civ- 
il appeals by appointment of Gov- 
ernors Hogs and T. M. Campbell- 
In 1900 Faulk was elected the first 
mayor of Athens when the town 
was incorporated.

board of stewards of the Method- 
ist church. He was superintendent 
ot the Sunday school and taught 
a class until as hort time ago.

Jacksonville. He had given liber- 
ally of his funds to that school 
and others. Some years ago he 
gave his library to the law school 
of Southern Methodist University.

ed as chairman of the district ex- 
emption board. 


Faulk was interested in many

He was a close friend of 


Governor Hogg, Oran J. Roberts 
and John H. Reagan, and fought 
side by side with them.

INFESTATION FROM 
COTTON LEAE WORM 


UNUSUALLY EARLY 


COLLEGE STATION, July 17.— 


(Spl.)—Infestation 
of cotton by 


leaf worm is unusually early this 
season and control measures have 
already 
become 
necessary 
in 


most of the southern counties, ac- 
cording to R. R. Reppert, exten- 
sion entomologist at College sta- 
tion. 


"Frequent showers for the past 


couple of weeks have been favor- 
able to the pest's multiplication 
and spread," he said, "although 
the hot days have tended to hold 
it in check. Should cool weather 
with showers at the same time 
develop, damage from this pest 
will be extensive." 


Reppert said the pest is easily 


controlled, the best method being 
to use calcium arsenate, 
other- 


wise known as arsenate of lime. 
He explained that this chemical 
is the same as is ordinarily used 
for the control of boll weevil. 


"Under ordinary conditions and 


where dusting machinery is avail- 
able, this chemical should be ap- 
pfcd in dry form," he said. "Five 
pounds an acre applied in an 
even dust cloud should be suffi- 
cient except where there is an 
exceptionally large growth of cot- 
ton when ten 
pounds an acre 


should be used. It should be ap- 
plied early in the morning while 
there is dew on the plants, al- 
though it is effective when applied 
in midday provided Vhere is no 
wind." 


Reppert said those who 
are 


equipped- with 
some 
kind 
of 


spraying machinery 
where 
the 


chemical is applied with water as 
a spray should mix the poison 
with the water in the proportion 
of three pounds to fifty gallons 
of water. "If the application is 
not constantly stirred while ap- 
plying,"' he said, "the poison will 
settle out o£ the 
mixture. 
It 


should be applied in 
sufficient 


quantity merely to get a reason- 
ably even covering of the mix- 
ture on the foliage."

INHERITANCE AND 


ESTATE TAXES ARE 


GENERALLY LEVIED

KANSAS CITY, July 16.—(/P)— 


Inheritance and estate tax statu- 
tes of the 48 states disclose that 
opinions of 
lawmakers 
differ 
chiefly in fixing the amount gov- 
ernment may take from 
the 
wealth men accumulate. 
In only one instance has a state 


legislature consistently refused to 
revy such taxes. 
Nevada has neither inheritance 
estate nor Income tax law, and 
its officials boast this has 
re- 


sulted in wealthy persons estab- 
lishing legal residences there for 
the benefit of prospective heirs. 
Inheritance 
and 
estate 
taxes 


brought the various states ap- 
proximately 
$99,324,000 
in 1934. 
This compares with 
$103,985,299 


collected by the .federal govern- 
ment in the same period. 


Maine enacted the first Inheri- 


tance and estate tax law In 1893, 
and wa« followed two years later 
by New York. 
In 1903 Oregon 


and Wisconsin Joined the proces- 
sion and additions to the 
ranks 


were rapid after that. 


Maine Outstripped 


Maine has been far out-stripped, 


however, in the amount of taxes 
levied, exacting only from one to 
eight per cent and allowing from 
$500 to $10,000 exemptions. 
Arkansas has the highest tax 


rate on large estates, taking 40 
per cent on the top bracket of $,10,- 
000,000, but 
Alabama, 
Florida, 


Georgia, Mississippi and Pennsyl- 
vania follow the federal statute of 
1926 
which allows the 
state 80 


per cent of a 45 Per cent tax in 
the top bracket, or 38 per cent of 
largest estates. 


Idaho, Illinois and Missouri laws 


permit the state to take 30 per 
cent in the high 
classifications, 
and in Arizona, Nebraska, North 
Carolina and Washington as much 
as 25 per cent may be taken. 


However, virtually all the states 


begin at 1 or 2 per cent for rela- 
tively small bequests, or estates.

Have your hair cut all over your 
head, BO it is about four inches 
long. This Is the best length for 
these curlers. 
Now, you wash and rinse it as 


usual, the last rinse being a vine- 
gar one so the hair is quite free 
of soap and quite soft. Do not 
dry It, just roll « towel around 
the head and squeeze out some 
of the moisture that way. Now 
part the hair as you always wear 


'NOW make other partings run- 


ning at right angles to this main 
.part. These simply help you to 
separate the hair into convenient 
•iced strands to roll around the 
curlers. You will need five or six 
curlers for the hair around the 
face, and five or six more for 
'the back of tho head and the bits 
just behind the cars. The very 
back, above the neck, will have 
been shingled, of course, so the 
hair will be too short 
to curl. 
When the curlers are In place, go 
out In the sun and dry the hair 
thoroughly. 
When you remove tha curlers, 


your head will be covered with 
tight Httle curls which stick out.

After the vote Chester C. Davis, 
AAA administrator, declared:

"o. j Temporary Commitment 


Of Insane. 


Proposition No. 2 on ths Aug- 


ust 24th special election ballot 
has to do with the temporary 
commitment 
of 
insane persons, 


preliminary to a trial by jury. 


Under the present Constitution 


whereby everyone is guaranteed 
a jury trial, it is impossible to 
commit a mentally ill person to 
ah institution for 'treatment or 
observation without the necessity 
of a jury trial. It has been point- 
ed out that this is often very in- 
convenient and embarassing. 
The proposal, according to Sec- 
retary of State Gerald C. Mann, 
If 
passed, 
would authorize 
the 
legislature to pass such laws as 
would permit mentally ..ill persons 
to be confined by county courts 
in institutions, presumably, or un- 
der the care of physicians or ex- 
perts for a period 'of 90 days 
prior to a jury trial. It Is pre- 
sumed that the ninety day pe- 
riod of confinement would be for 
the purpose of observing 
such 
person. 


The provisions would apply only 
o persons not charged with a 
criminal offense.. 


The 
amendment 
specifically 
sets out that the right of trial 
>y jury shall 
remain 
inviolate, 
but, that in the particular case 
of insane persons a confinement 
period of 90 days for observation 
nay be prescribed 
without the 
lecessity of a jury trial. At the 
end of that time a jury trial 
would be had.

Probably chief Interest In the 


August 24th election' oh the seven
